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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Suekane US 2002/0156445. 

As to claims 1, 4, 5, and 9, Suekane shows in Figure 1 an article having a 
topsheet 10, absorbent 12, and backsheet 11. The article further comprises wings 15 
as claimed. 

The limitation to the wings being provided separately is directed to a process of 
making the article. "Even though product-by-process claims are limited by and defined 
by the process, determination of patentability is based on the product itself. The 
patentability of a product does not depend on its method of production. If the product in 
the product-by-process claim is the same as or obvious from a product of the prior art, 
the claim is unpatentable even though the prior product was made by a different 
process." In re Thorpe, 777 F.2d 695, 698, 227 USPQ 964, 966 (Fed. Cir. 1985) 
(citations omitted). MPEP2113.

As to claim 3, see Figure 4. 
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As to claims 6 and 7, see Figure 3, composite transition section 1c. 
As to claim 8, see Figures 1 and 3, composition transition section 1c. 
As to claims 10-13, see Figure 3 where the wing 15 is joined to backsheet 1 1 and 
topsheet 10. 

As to claims 14-16, Suekane discloses the wings 15 made from the claimed 
materials (paragraphs 0071- 0073). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 17-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Suekane US 2002/0156445. Suekane discloses the present invention substantially as 
claimed except Suekane does not disclose the claimed percentages of length and the 
claimed distances. However, In Gardner v. TEC Systems, Inc., 725 F.2d 1338, 220 
USPQ777 (Fed. Cir. 1984), cert, denied, 469 U.S. 830, 225 USPQ 232 (1984), the 
Federal Circuit held that, where the only difference between the prior art and the claims 
was a recitation of relative dimensions of the claimed device and a device having the 
claimed relative dimensions would not perform differently than the prior art device, the 
claimed device was not patentably distinct from the prior art device. Moreover 
discovering optimum values only involves routine skill in the art.
